district have on numberless occasions 
had the pleasure of hearing your old 
representative in congress speak from 
the rostrum, and it is my opinion that 
I am a pretty small peg to put in a 
hole so large as that filled by our 
own McKinley.”

In the general scramble for 
gold, 
as there is not 
enou gh to go rou nd, 
It wou ld necessarily (u nder the great­ 
er demand than there was su pply ) go 
to a premiu m, with the inev itable re­ 
su lt that the $8 29 ,000,000 of gold and 
gold coin certificates now in circu la­ 
tion in the United States treasu ry (U. 
S. treasu ry circu lar of Oct. 1, 19 00) 
wou ld be hoarded and go ou t of circu ­ 
lation, for who wou ld pay 
in 
gold, 
when he cou ld pay in cheaper silv er? 
As the total circu lation of gold, sil­ 
v er, greenbacks, treasu ry notes, bank 
bills, silv er certificates and all other 
kinds of money in the United States 
was on October 1, 19 00, $2,113,000,000, 
forcing $8 29 ,000,000 of gold ou t of cir­ 
cu lation wou ld redu ce the money in 
circu lation abou t two-fifths. 
T hat is to say , where there is now 
|5 of money in circu lation, then there 
wou ld be bu t $3. 
Su ch a radical and 
su dden contraction of the cu rrency 
wou ld of itself alone, 
and 
entirely 
apart from any panic on accou nt of 
the 
depreciation 
of 
the 
cu rrency , 
cau se a stringency and panic su ch as 
we hav e nev er known. 
Bu t coming on top of the other pan­ 
ic, the ru in it 
wou ld spread wou ld 
be difficu lt to describe. Thu s railroad 
stocks jv ith gold mortgages ahead of 
them (as gold mu st be bou ght to pay 
Interest, thu s increasing if not dou b­ 
ling this fix ed charge, and to th at ex ­ 
tent diminishing or entirely 
wiping 
ou t the net earnings applicable to div ­ 
idends) with earnings diminished by 
the bu siness collapse, wou ld in the 
general panic become absolu tely u n­ 
saleable.

In this general crash all factories, 
mills, bu ilding operations, etc., wou ld 
shu t down, and all classes of work­ 
men, mechanics and laborers ex cept 
farm hands, be generally thrown ou t 
Of employ ment. 
Under the keen competition of this 
m ass of u nemploy ed for the little work 
left, it is clear that wages, instead of 
rising, mu st in the near fu tu re fall, 
ev en thou gh paid for in depreciated 
dollars, becau se of the many 
who 
w ant employ ment, and mu st take it 
at any price to sav e themselv es and 
their families from starv ing. 
W ith no wages, the u nemploy ed la­ 
borers cou ld bu y neither 
food 
nor 
clothing, and the diminished demand 
wou ld cau se the prices of grain, cot­ 
ton and all farm produ cts to fall, as 
is alway s the case ev en in small pan­ 
ics; and su ch want, su ffering and mis­ 
ery wou ld be entailed u pon the labor­ 
ing classes as we hav e nev er known 
before. 
Of cou rse all mortgages past du e 
or in defau lt wou ld be immediately 
called in, and if not paid, foreclosed, 
and the mortgagors largely wiped ou t 
Who Wou ld Lend Money ? 
It is needless to say that there wou ld 
be su bstantially no money to Wan, for 
who wou ld loan 100 cents, or ev en 9 5 
or 9 0,. in order, later on, to get back 
bu t 51? 
And who wou ld lend on a 
gold basis at 6 per cent, when he cou ld 
m ake 100 per cent in bu y ing bargains 
offered? 
Wo u ld th e Go ld Act Pro tect Us? 
Bu t perhaps some one may ask does 
not the gold act make it the du ty of 
the secretary of the treasu ry to keep 
silv er dollars at a parity with gold, 
and hence, u ntil it Is repealed, or a 
free silv er coinage bill 
is 
passed, 
wou ld it not prev ent a depreciation 
of sil^v er dollars and a premiu m on 
gold? 


The gold act does make it the du ty 
of the secretary of the 
treasu ry to 
maintain all forms of money issu ed or 
coined by the gov ernment at a parity 
with gold, and prov ides a gold 
re­ 
serv e fu nd of $150,000,000 to be re­ 
plenished by sales of 3 per cent U. 
S. gold bonds, to be u sed to redeem 
U. S. notes and treasu ry notes, and 
“for no other pu rpose;“ and prov ides 
that “the silv er dollars held against 
ou tstanding silv er certificates“ 
shall 
be u sed for the redemption of silv er 
certificates, and “for no other 
pu r­ 
pose;“ bu t it fails to prov ide any gold 
fu nd or any means by which he can 
obtain gold to redeem or ex change for 
silv er 
dollars or silv er 
certificates. 
Hence the moment the free gold in the 
treasu ry (i. e., all ov er the $150,000,- 
000 gold reserv e and the special de­ 
posits for gold coin certificates) 
of 
which there is today bu t $7 3,000,000, 
is ex hau sted, not a dollar of gold can 
the secretary of the 
treasu ry 
get 
u nder this act to ex change for silv er 
dollars or silv er certificates; and con­ 
seq u ently the act leav es him in su ch 
case, ev en withou t the repeal of this 
act and withou t the passage of any 
free silv er coinage bill, u tterly power­ 
less to prev ent a depreciation of silv er 
dollars or a premiu m on gold. 
I felt the Repu blican party was to 
blame for not passing a more strin­ 
gent bill u ntil I saw Senator Bu rrow’s 
ex planation, v iz: 
“A more simple prov ision, 
which 
was seriou sly considered by a Repu b­ 
lican cau cu s of the hou se, was to make 
it obligatory of the secretary of the 
treasu ry to giv e gold or silv er coin 
on demand. 
With su ch a prov ision 
any person receiv ing silv er in 
pay ­ 
m ent of gov ernment obligations oou ld 
at once 
demand gold and the effect 
wou ld be to compel the treasu rer to 
maintain gold pay ments.” 
“This prov ision was not inserted in 
the bill by the hou se cau cu s becau se 
the Repu blican managers feared 
if 
they once began to tinker with the 
measu re it wou ld be difficu lt to stop, 
and that with su ch a 
prov ision 
it 
might be impossible to get the bill 
throu gh' congress.”—N. 
Y. 
Herald, 
Sept. *6 , 19 00. 
So It seems the Repu blicans did the 
best they cou ld u nder the 
circu m­ 
stances. 
Bu t it is to be noted that ev en if 
the silv er dollar did not depreciate 
we wou ld not 
escape the panic, as 
the creditor class alike 
believ e 
it 
wou ld and they conseq u ently 
wou ld 
call in .debts and force sales ju st the 
same. 
This panic, as we hav e seen, Mr. 
Bry an fu lly admits will take 
place. 
Therefore it is conceded that the con­ 
seq u ences of that panic will follow 
his election. 
Ho w Wo u ld It Wo rk W ith Farmers. 
If a farmer hoped to profit by a 51- 
cent dollar to pay off his mortgage at 
abou t half its face, how wou ld 
it 
work? On the 7 th of Nov ember nex t 
there will be no more silv er dollars in 
circu lation than if McKinley was elect­ 
ed, nor wou ld there be on the 5th of 
March nex t, since no more cou ld be 
coined or issu ed u ntil after a free sil­ 
v er coinage law had been passed. 
W ith probably a majority in the sen­ 
ate in fav or of sou nd money , ev en if 
Bry an is elected, and with their term s 
not ex piring u ntil 19 03, December 1, 
19 03, is the 
earliest date at 
which 
a free silv er senate cou ld meet. 
Su ch a law’' cou ld not, of cou rse, be 
passed withou t 
the most desperate 
fight by its opponents, and, 
as 
the 
fight against 
the Wilson bill lasted 
all su mmer, is not likely to become 
a law before April of 18 9 4, and u nless 
the hou se of representativ es of 19 03 
are also in fav or of free silv er, 
as 
well as the 
senate, it cou ld not be 
passed at all, as the panic and crash 
wou ld ev ery day strengthen its oppo­ 


nents, and probably add to their nu m­ 
bers too, both in the hou se and ev en 
in the senate, by reason of silv er poli­ 
ticians seeing the error of their way s 
u nder the pressu re ex erted by their 
home constitu ents (ju st as we saw at 
majority of 20 of the senate opposod to | 
the repeal of the Sherman silv er law 
in March of 189 3, changed by Au gu st 
of that y ear, u nder a mu ch less sev ere 
panic, to a majority in fav or of re­ 
peal) so that there is not only a pos­ 
sibility , bu t ev en a probability 
that 
with a free silv er majority in the sen­ 
ate in 19 03, the 19 02 elections to the 
hou se of representativ es held in the 
midst of the panic, may hav e rendered 
the hou se itself in fav or 
of 
sou nd 
money , and thu s the panic itself might 
defeat the passage of a bill altogether, 
and in that case the farmer and the 
cou ntry wou ld be left fiou ndering in 
the panic, and fail to reap the hoped 
for profit. 
And if the senate were immediate­ 
ly for free silv er on Bry an’s election, 
and an ex tra session were called, the 
law cou ld not be passed u ntil Septem­ 
ber, 19 01. 
Then to coin 8 29 ,000,000 silv er dol­ 
lars 
to replace that nu mber of gold 
dollars driv en ou t of circu lation wou ld 
req u ire at the present 
speed, 
ov er 
eight y ears. If the printing press was 
resorted to, as the Popu lists su ggest, 
it wou ld req u ire, at the present rate 
for treasu ry notes, on the special pa­ 
per therefor, of $1,250,000 a day , ov er 
a y ear, which wou ld pu t relief off till 
19 05 (or September, 19 02 as the case 
might be), or either fou r y ears and a 
half (or abou t two y ears) after Mr. 
Bry an’s election. 
Now as the gold wou ld hav e been 
driv en ou t of circu lation, it is ev ident 
that u ntil the coinage bill became a 
law, or u ntil April, 19 04, or Septem­ 
ber, 19 01, or either for sev eral y ears, 
or else for 10 months after Mr. Bry ­ 
an’s election, we wou ld 
hav e 
only 
three-fifths as mu ch money as now, 
and at the 
end of the one or fiv e 
y ears additional, no more than now. 
Du ring all of these terrible 
y ears 
(or y ear) we wou ld be su ffering from 
su ch stringency , panic, and deprecia­ 
tion of v alu es, as we hav e nev er seen 
before, and the prostration and dry 
rot following the panic wou ld continu e 
for y ears afterwards. 
Bu siness activ ity wou ld not retu rn 
at once 
with restored cu rrency , as 
credit is a creatu re of slow growth. 
It took six y ears to recov er from the 
panic of 18 7 3, and wou ld probably re­ 
q u ire ten y ears or more to recov er 
from this one. 
With new corn at 30 cents a bu shel 
in Illinois (in 18 9 6 it was 18 ) and 25 
in Kansas and Nebraska 
(in 
189 6 
abou t 15) and with those prices to be 
redu ced by the 
panic, the enforced 
idleness of the 
laboring classes and 
the conseq u ently diminished demand, 
from 5 to 10 cents a bu shel, after the 
laborer has been paid and the 
far­ 
mer’s store bills settled, bow mu ch 
wou ld be left 
for tax es and interest 
and principal on his mortgage? 
And if his mortgage falls du e, or if 
he defau lts in either interest or tax es, 
will not the mortgagee want his 100 
cents instead of 51, and foreclose? 
Althou gh foreclosu re takes from one 
to two y ears, and wou ld take till No 
v ember of 19 01 or 19 02, y et as the ef 
fects of the 
panic wou ld still con 
tinu e, and with practically no money 
to be borrowed, there cou ld be bu t one 
resu lt, the farm er mu st lose his farm 
and become a renter. 
The ou tcome therefore for farmers 
in debt mu st inev itably prov e disas 
trou s.

th at “the silver dollars held against 
outstanding silver certificates” 
shall 
be used for the redemption of silver 
certificates, and “for no other 
pur­ 
pose;” but it fails to provide any gold 
fund or any means by which he can 
obtain gold to redeem or exchange for 
silver 
dollars or silver 
certificates. 
Hence the moment the free gold in the

W ith probably a m ajority in the sen­ 
ate in favor of sound money, even if 
Bryan is elected, and with their term s 
not expiring until 1903, December I, 
1903, is the 
earliest date at

a free silver senate could meet. 
Such a law could not, of course, be 
passed without 
the most desperate 
fight by its opponents, and, 
as 
the 
fight against 
the W ilson bill lasted 
all summer, is not likely to become 
a law before April of 1894, and unless 
the house of representatives of 1903 
are also in favor of free silver, 
as 
well as the 
senate, it could not be 
passed at all, as the panic and crash 
would every day strengthen its oppo­ 


nents, and probably add to their num­ 
bers too, both in the house and even 
in the senate, by reason of silver poli­ 
ticians seeing the error of their ways 
under the pressure exerted by their 
home constituents (just as we saw aj 
majority of 20 of the senate opposed to 
the repeal of the Sherman silver law 
in March of 1893, changed by August 
of that year, under a much less severe 
panic, to a majority in favor of re­ 
peal) so that there is not only a pos­ 
sibility, but even a probability 
that 
with a free silver majority in the sen­ 
ate in 1903, the 1902 elections to the 
house of representatives held in the 
midst of the panic, may have rendered 
the house itself in favor 
of 
sound 
money, and thus the panic itself might 
defeat the passage of a bill altogether, 
and in that case the farmer and the 
country would be left floundering in 
the panic, and fail to reap the hoped 
for profit. 
And if the senate were immediate­ 
ly for free silver on Bryan’s election, 
and an extra session were called, the 
law could not be passed until Septem­ 
ber, 1901. 
Then to coin 829,000,000 silver dol­ 
lars 
to replace that number of gold 
dollars driven out of circulation would 
require at the present 
speed, 
over 
eight years. If the printing press was 
resorted to. as the Populists suggest, 
it would require, at the present rate 
for treasury notes, on the special pa­ 
per therefor, of $1,250,000 a day, over 
a year, which would put relief off till 
1905 (or September, 1902 as the case 
might be), or either four years and a 
half (or about two years) after Mr. 
Bryan’s election. 
Now as the gold would have been 
driven out of circulation, it is evident 
that until the coinage bill became a 
aw, or until April, 1904, or Septem­ 
ber, 1901, or either for several years, 
or else for IO months after Mr. Bry­ 
an’s election, we would 
have 
only 
three-fifths as much money as now, 
and at the 
end of the one or five 
years additional, no more than now. 
During all of these terrible 
years 
(or year) we would be suffering from 
such stringency, panic, and deprecia­ 
tion of values, as we have never seen 
before, and the prostration and dry 
rot following the panic would continue 
for years afterwards. 
Business activity would not return 
at once 
with restored currency, as 
credit is a creature of slow growth. 
It took six years to recover from the 
panic of 1873, and would probably re­ 
quire ten years or more to recover 
from this one. 
With new corn at 30 cents a bushel 
in Illinois (in 1896 it was 18) and 25 
in Kansas and Nebraska 
(in 
1896 
about 15) and with those prices to be 
reduced by the 
panic, the enforced 
idleness of the 
laboring classes and 
the consequently diminished demand, 
from 5 to IO cents a bushel, after the 
laborer has been paid and the

mer’s store bills settled, how much 
would be left for taxes and interest 
and principal on his mortgage? 
And if his mortgage falls due, or if 
he defaults in either interest or taxes, 
will not the mortgagee want his IOO 
cents instead of 51, and foreclose?

Clinton street, Brooklyn, and the dis­ 
covery of what looks to be the bodies 
• f three other people. 
Schmidt was 
a n engraver and had an office on the 
third floor of 101 W arren street. The 
tiody could be seen pinned down under 
a mess of twisted iron, but could not 
toe gotten at, at the time. The identi­ 
fication was made by a nephew of 
Schmidt. 
At the northwest corner of the T ar­ 
ran t building, a t W arren and Green* 
wlch streets, a mass of clothing and 
indiscriminate 
articles 
was 
come 
across and the mass was said to be 
th e bodies of three people. 
The fire­ 
m en went to work with a will to dig 
a n t the mass, and brought to light a 
portion of a woman’s foot and the top 
a f a crushed-ln skull. 
The skull had 
long brown hair attached and is sup­ 
posedly that of a woman. 
Both Inspector Brooks and Captain 
’W estervelt were 
skeptical over the 
reported large loss ofllfe. They both 
ra id that they did not expect that 
m ore than four or five bodies would 
Be found in the ruins. 
Playing on the still burning ruins 
w ere four engines, and they kept their 
•trearas going continually. 
A revised list showed 32 persons 
«t!ll missing. 
Later a portion of a human trunk, 
probably the abdomen, was dug out 
and a little later a brown canvas 
cont. 
Still later the firemen found another 
portion of a skull and a portion of a 
ii ii in nil back. 
Dr. Comer, of the health department, 
w ho examined tho remains, said they 
w ere probably all from the same per­ 
ron, as were the foot and portion of 
a skull found earlier.

sort of a howl about imperialism on 
the part of the same sort of citizens 
who were having so much 
to 
say 
along the same line at the present 
time. 
However, the spirit of advancement 
and progress had predominated 
and 
today, instead of 13 our flag contains 
45 stars, and this Is the greatest coun­ 
try upon the face of the earth. 
Illinois has a warm 
feeling 
for 
Ohio. 
In 1860, during the progress 
of the Republican national convention 
in Chicago, when no one knew wheth­ 
er it was to be 
the great Seward of 
New York, or the magnificent Lincoln 
of Illinois. 
Ohio stood out for Illinois and her 
representative. 
We waited a 
good 
many years to pay that debt of grat­ 
itude, 
but 
when 
the 
opportunity 
afforded we were not found wanting. 
It was paid, however, and I am proud 
of the 
fact that we had the oppor­ 
tunity of rallying to the support of so 
grand a man as William McKinley. 
The speaker showed how since H ar­ 
rison’s time, 1893, $14,000,000 of the 
great national debt had been wiped 
out, and still the 
Republican party 
had been accused of not wanting to 
pay oft the national obligations; that 
it was the policy of the party to legis­ 
late in favor of the bond holders and 
bankers. 
Cleveland, during his first adminis­ 
tration, had been handicapped by not 
having control of the 
senate, but in 
1892 the party of Grover Cleveland 
had entered into full and absolute con­ 
trol of the government of the United 
States. 
McKinley had told the speaker a t 
th at tim e how the pottery industry 
had been effected. How different had 
been the record of the two men from 
this district, one furnishing the pot­ 
teries of this community all the work 
and more 
than they could do, while 
the other, right from your own town, 
had provided the building for a soup 
house. 
In 1897, $260,000,000 was added to 
the national debt. 
This was under a 
Democratic house and senate. 
In the 
opinion of the speaker the Democrats 
didn t know how to run a 
govern­ 
ment, and that recalled to his mind a 
tim e when he had heard 
Governor 
Ogelsby, of illinois, make an address, 
during the course of which he said: 
“Why these infernal sap suckers have 
the impudence to assert they have the 
ability to run this governm ent 
Why 
It’s ill we can do to run It ourselves.” 
We pay annually to the soldiers and 
orphans of the 
rebellion more than 
$250,000,000 and I am one of the men 
who do not believe we pay them half 
enough for the service rendered the 
republic. 
Jutft stop to think what would have 
been the conditions had we not suc­ 
ceeded In that great struggle—if we 
tiad not retained that territory south 
of Mason’s and Dixon’s line. Think of 
the trouble we would have had. I am 
lore to say if we had not succeeded in 
those dark days 
from ’61 to '65 
I 
would not be here addressing 
you

ii IF BRYAN IS ELECTED 


(Continued from Yesterday.) 
In the general scramble for 
gold, 
as there is not 
enough to go round, 
It would necessarily (under the great­ 
er demand than there was supply) go 
to a premium, with the inevitable re­ 
sult that the $829,000,000 of gold and 
gold coin certificates now in circula­ 
tion in the United States treasury (U. 
S. treasury circular of Oct. I, 1900) 
would be hoarded and go out of circu­ 
lation, for who would pay 
in 
gold, 
when he could pay in cheaper silver? 
As the total circulation of gold, sil­ 
ver, greenbacks, treasury notes, bank 
bills, silver certificates and all other 
kinds of money in the United States 
was on October I, 1900, $2,113,000,000, 
forcing $829,000,000 of gold out of cir­ 
culation would reduce the money in 
circulation about two-fifths. 
T hat is to say, where there is now 
$5 of money in circulation, then there 
would be but $3. 
Such a radical and 
sudden contraction of the currency 
would of itself alone, 
and 
entirely 
apart from any panic on account of 
the 
depreciation 
of 
the 
currency, 
cause a stringency and panic such as 
we have never known. 
But coming on top of the other pan­ 
ic, the ruin it 
would spread would 
be difficult to describe. Thus railroad 
stocks jvith gold mortgages ahead of 
them (as gold must be bought to pay 
Interest, thus increasing if not doub­ 
ling this fixed charge, and to th at ex­ 
tent diminishing or entirely 
wiping 
out the net earnings applicable to div­ 
idends) with earnings diminished by 
the business collapse, would in the 
general panic become absolutely un­ 
saleable. 
The bottom would have dropped out 
of them. 
Banks, therefore, would be­ 
come absolutely unable to realize on 
their collateral, and though a combina­ 
tion might 
save the strongest for a 
time, ultimately they too m ust go to 
the wall. 
The demoralization would 
be complete. 
Factories Closed. 
In this general crash all factories, 
mills, building operations, etc., would 
shut down, and all classes of work­ 
men, mechanics and laborers except 
farm hands, be generally thrown out 
Of employment. 
Under the keen competition of this 
m ass of unemployed for the little work 
left, it is clear that wages, instead of 
rising, must in the near future fall, 
even though paid for in depreciated 
dollars, because of the many 
who 
w ant employment, and must take it 
at any price to save them selves and 
their families from starving. 
With no wages, the unemployed la­ 
borers could buy neither 
food 
nor 
clothing, and the diminished demand 
would cause the prices of grain, cot­ 
ton and all farm products to fall, as 
is always the case even in small pan­ 
ics; and such want. suffering and mis­ 
ery would be entailed upon the labor­ 
ing classes as we have never known 
before. 
Of course all mortgages past due 
or in default would be immediately 
called in, and if not paid, foreclosed, 
and the mortgagors largely wiped o u t 
Who Would Lend Money? 
It is needless to say that there would 
be substantially no m oney to lcfan, for 
who would loan IOO cents, or even 95 
or 90* in order, later on, to get back 
but 51? 
And who would lend on a 
gold basis at 6 per cent, when he could 
m ake IOO per cent in buying bargains 
offered ? 
Would the Gold Act Protect Ut? 
But perhaps some one may ask does 
not tho gold act make it the duty of 
th e secretary of the treasury to keep 
silver dollars at a parity with gold, 
and hence, until it is repealed, or a 
free silver coinage bill 
is 
passed, 
would it not prevent a depreciation 
of silver dollars and a premium on 


The gold act does m ake it the duty 
of the secretary of the 
treasury to 
maintain all forms of money issued or 
coined by the government at a parity 
with gold, and provides a gold 
re­ 
serve fund of $150,000,000 to be re­ 
plete bed by sales of 3 per cent U. 
S. gobi bonds, to be used to redeem 
U. S. notes and treasury notes, and 
“for no other purpose;” and provides 
th at “the silver dollars held against 
outstanding silver certificates” 
shall 
be used for the 
redemption of silver 
certificates, and “for no other 
pur­ 
pose;” but it fails to provide any gold 
fund or any means by which he can 
obtain gold to redeem or exchange for 
silver 
dollars or silver 
certificates. 
Hence the m oment the free gold in the 
treasury (i. e., all over the $150,000,- 
000 gold reserve and the special de­ 
posits for gold coin certificates) 
of 
which there is today but $73,000,000, 
is exhausted, not a dollar of gold can 
the secretary of the 
treasury 
get 
under this act to exchange for silver 
dollars or silver certificates; and con­ 
sequently the 
act leaves him in such 
case, even without the repeal of this 
act and without the passage of any 
free silver coinage bill, utterly power­ 
less to prevent a depreciation of silver 
dollars or a premium on gold. 
I felt the Republican party was to 
blame for not passing a more strin­ 
gent bill until I saw Senator Burrow’s 
explanation, viz: 
“A more simple provision, 
which 
was seriously considered by a Repub­ 
lican caucus of the house, was to make 
it obligatory of the secretary of the 
treasury to give gold or silver coin 
on demand. 
With such a provision 
any person receiving silver in 
pay­ 
m ent of government obligations oould 
at once 
demand gold and the effect 
would be to compel the 
treasurer to 
maintain gold payments.” 
“This provision was not inserted in 
the bill by the house caucus because 
the Republican managers feared 
if 
they once began to tinker with the 
m easure it would be difficult to stop, 
and that with such a 
provision 
it 
might be impossible to get the bill 
through' congress.”—N. 
Y. 
Herald, 
Sept. *6, 1900. 
So it seems the Republicans did the 
best they could under the 
circum­ 
stances. 
But it is to be noted that even if 
the silver dollar did not depreciate 
we would not 
escape the panic, as 
the creditor class alike 
believe 
it 
would and they consequently 
would 
call in .debts and force sales just the 
same. 
This panic, as we have seen, Mr. 
Bryan fully admits will take 
place. 
Therefore it is conceded that the con­ 
sequences of that panic will follow 
his election. 
How Would It W ork W ith Farm ers. 
If a farmer hoped to profit by a 51- 
cent dollar to pay off his mortgage at 
about half 
its face, how would 
it 
work? 
On the 7th of November next 
there will be no more silver dollars in 
circulation than if McKinley was elect­ 
ed, nor would there be on the 5th of 
March next, since no more could be 
coined or issued until after a free sil­ 
ver coinage law had been passed. 
W ith probably a majority in the sen­ 
ate in favor of sound money, even if 
Bryan is elected, and with their term s 
not 
expiring until 1903, December I, 
1903, is the 
earliest date at 
which 
a free silver senate could meet. 
Such a law could not, of course, be 
passed without 
the most desperate 
fight by itB opponents, and, 
as 
the 
fight against 
the Wilson bill lasted 
all summer, is not likely to become 
a law before April of 1894, and unless 
the house 
of representatives of 1903 
are also in favor of free silver, 
as 
well as the 
senate, it could not 
be 
passed at all, as the panic and crash 
would every day strengthen its oppo­ 


nents, and probably add to their num­ 
bers too, both in the house and even 
in the senate, by reason of silver poli­ 
ticians seeing the error of their ways 
under the pressure exerted by their 
home constituents (just as we saw a 
majority of 20 of the senate opposed to 
the repeal of the 
Sherman silver law 
in March of 1893, changed by August 
of that year, under a much less severe 
panic, to a majority in favor of re­ 
peal) so that there is not only a pos­ 
sibility, but even a probability 
that 
with a free silver majority in the sen­ 
ate in 1903, the 1902 elections to the 
house of representatives held in the 
midst of the panic, may have rendered 
the house itself in favor 
of 
sound 
money, and thus the panic itself might 
defeat the passage of a bill altogether, 
and in that case the 
farm er and the 
country would be left floundering in 
the panic, and fail to reap the hoped 
for profit. 
And if the senate were immediate­ 
ly for free silver on Bryan’s election, 
and an extra session were called, the 
law could not be passed until Septem­ 
ber, 1901. 
Then to coin 829,000,000 silver dol­ 
lars 
to replace that number of gold 
dollars driven out of circulation would 
require at the present 
speed, 
over 
eight years. 
If the printing press was 
resorted to. as the Populists suggest, 
it would require, at the present rate 
for treasury notes, on the special pa­ 
per therefor, of $1,250,000 a day, over 
a year, which would put relief off till 
1905 (or September, 1902 as the case 
might be), or either four years and a 
half (or about two years) after Mr. 
Bryan’s election. 
Now as the gold would have been 
driven out of circulation, it is evident 
that until the coinage 
bill became a 
law, or until April, 1904, or Septem­ 
ber, 1901, or either for several years, 
or else for IO months after Mr. Bry­ 
an ’s election, we would 
have 
only 
three-fifths as much money as now, 
and at the 
end of the one or five 
years additional, no more than now. 


During all of these terrible 
years 
(or year) we would be suffering from 
such stringency, panic, and deprecia­ 
tion of values, as we have never seen 
befors, and the prostration and dry 
rot following the panic would continue 
for years afterwards. 
Business activity would not return 
at once 
with restored currency, as 
credit is a creature of slow growth. 
It took six years to recover from the 
panic of 1873, and would probably re­ 
quire ten years or more to recover 
from this one. 
W ith new corn at 30 cents a bushel 
in Illinois (in 1896 it was 18) and 25 
in Kansas and Nebraska 
(in 
1896 
about 15) and with those prices to be 
reduced by the 
panic, the enforced 
idleness of the 
laboring classes and 
the consequently diminished demand, 
from 5 to IO cents a bushel, after the 
laborer has been paid and the 
far­ 
m er’s store bills settled, how much 
would be left 
for taxes and interest 
and principal on his mortgage? 
And if his mortgage falls due, or if 
he defaults in either interest or taxes, 
will not the 
mortgagee want his IOO 
cents instead of 51, and foreclose? 
Although foreclosure takes from one 
to two years, and would take till No­ 
vember of 1901 or 1902, yet as the ef­ 
fects of the 
panic would still con­ 
tinue, and with practically no money 
to be borrowed, there could be but one 
result, the farm er must lose his farm 
and become a renter. 
The outcome therefore for farmers 
in debt must inevitably prove disas­ 
trous.
